HOUSE BY VOTE OF 134 10 2] 
vo PASSES PRORIBITION MEASURE 


Senator Thomas Attacks Eight Billion§Dollar 
War Revenue Bill; Kahn Loses Fight to 
Save Grape Growers Severe Losses 


Washington. — National prohibition, 
effective next July 1 for the period of 
the war, was approved Monday night 
by the House, which adopted, 134 to 
27, the Senate prohibition rider to 
the $12,000,000 emergency agricultural 
appropriation bill. The measure now 
will be sent to conference for ad- 
justment of differences between the 
two houses on appropriation items. 
After voting in the committee of 
the whole to accept an amendment 
permitting the importation of wine 
until next May 1, the House later re- 
versed its decision and by a vote of 
121 to 59 retained the original Senate 
provision that importation of wine 
must cease when the measure becomes 
effective upon its signature by the 
President. The amendment was ap- 
proved by the House Agricultural 
Committee to meet an objection by 
the governments of France, Italy, 
Spain and Portugal. 

All efforts otherwise to amend the 
legislation were defeated. A proposal 
by Representative Kahn of California, 
Republican, to extend the effective 
date for prohibiting the sale of wine 
and beer to December 31, 1919, was 
defeated, 112 to 52, as was one by 
Representative Beshlin of Pennsyl- 
vania, Democrat, to change the date 
for stopping the manufacture of beer 
and wine from text May 1 to Decem- 
ber 1, 1919. 

Califernia grape growers, who pro- 
duce 95 per cent of the domestic wine, 
will be unable to liquidate their busi- 
ness before wine sales are prohibited 
next July,’ said ROpreReHtariyS Julius 
Kahn. 

Kahn said sales of habit-forming 
drugs are increasing in prohibition 
territory, and complained that the 
present law does not stop the sale of 
medicines containing large quantities 
of alcohol and drugs. 

“The charge of drunkenness is not 
borne out by statistics,” continued 
the California representative. ‘“‘When 
you write this Into the law you indict 
the whole nation, and I resent that.” 
The House prohibited Representa 
tive Kahn illustrating his speech with 
sample bottles of several kinds of 
“tonics” and patent medicines in 
which the alcoholic content ran from 6 
per cent to nearly 50 per cent. Many 
of these mixtures contained in addi- 
tion a large percentage of opium. 
Kahn declared that more than 80,000 
drug addicts have been discharged 
* from the National army as useless for 
military service. Alcoholics in most 
cases were cured, he declared. 

A letter from Kahn to Surgeon- 
General Braisted of the Navy asking 
if large quantities of distilled spirits 
seized in dry communities had not 
been turned over to the Navy for 
medigal purposes, was replied to by 
Braisted acknowledging that Secre 
tary Daniels had accepted for the 
Navy a quantity of good whiskey 
from the Mayor of Seattle, which had 
been seized for violation of the In 
ternal Revenue law. 

For a long time Daniels has refused 
to allow whiskey to be used in‘t 
Navy, declaring that it did not even 
have medicinal value. 

A plea for prohibition was made by 
Representative Rainey of I)linois, 
Democratic member of the Ways and

Meeker of Missouri, Republican, 
charged the Anti-Saloon.League with 
being financed by drug firms and 
with fostering the use of drugs. 

“The Anti-Saloon League is an ad 
vertisement for users of drugs,” said 
Meeker. ‘‘The drug firms are financ 
ing the Anti-Saloon League, and 
those who vote in favor of this bill 
will do so under the lash of the Anti 
Saloon League. It is the only organi 
zation that demands secret pledges 
from candidates before the primaries 

“This organization, that will take 
$1,000,000 annually from drug stores 
witl not stop at anything to destroy 
the reputations of men.,who do not 
agree with its principles.” 

Meeker charged that anti-saloon 
leaders are not engaged in war work 
because they are “too busy directing 
what should be done at the Capitol,’ 
and added that prohibition legislation 
is before Congress only because of 
thefr activity.

EIGHT BILLION LEVY 
ATTACKED BY THOMAS 


Washington. — While, the Senate 
Finance Committee prepared Monday 
to: begin revision of the war tax bill. 
attacks on the House bill were opened 
by Senator Thomas, Democrat, of 
Colorado. 

That the $8,000,000,000 tax levy pro 
posed is too large and may cripple 
American industry, and that the tax 
on salaries of the President, Federal 
judges, state, county and municipal 
bonds and the alternative war excess 
profit system all are unconstitutional 
was his contention. Senator Thomas 
also attacked as wrong in principle 
the arbitrary standard of raising one- 
third of the nation’s war expenses 
by taxation and two-thirds by bonds 
He believed that the Dill’s ‘unduly 
heavy burden is not a necessity.” 

The few protests against the House 
bill’s provisions, Senator Thomas said 
he believed, were due to fear of the 
charge of lack of patriotism.

REORGANZE SCHOOL 
SYSTEM PROPOSED 


Report Favors Appointment of State 
Superintendent and Experts 


Sacramento.—Complete reorganiza- 
tion of the State school system of, Cali- 
fornia and a recommendation that the 
office of State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction be made appointive, in- 
stead of elective, was suggested in a 
report submitted to the State Board of 
Education. 

The committee recommended the 
adoption of a State law making “con- 
tinuation of education obligatory in 
all ‘cities and towns in the State for 
all persons between 14 and 18 years 
of age.” 

The committee recommended that 
the changes be embodied in a consti- 
tuticnal amendment to be submitted 
to the people. 

Among the recommendations were 
the following: There shall be one 
State school system, including all edu- 
cational institutions supported in 
whole or in part by the State. 

There shall be a State Board of 
Education of seven members appointed 
by the Governor for terms of seven 
years each. They shall retire from 
office in rotation. 

The State Superintendent of Schools 
shall be appointed by the State Board 
of Education, and all State experts in 
education shall be appointed by the 
Board upon recommendation of the Su- 
perintendent. 

Certification of all teachers shall be 
under control of the State Board. 

County boards of education shall con- 
sist of five members, elected at large 
in the counties outside the cities. 
Their terms shall be five years and 
they shall retire in rotation. The 


|County Superintendent of Schools shall 


be appointed by the county board. 

The tenure of county superintend- 
ents shall be four years. 

The exclusion from. the high schools 
of California of five histories found 
by a committee to be “objectionable 
in their treatment of recent German 
history,” until they have been revised, 
was recommended in a report sub- 
mitted to the State Board of Educa- 
tion by Will C. Wood, State Commis- 
sioner of Secondary Schools. No ac- 
tion has been taken on the report of 
the board. 


62 FRENCH GIRLS

mans had dug in along the center 
of the foundation and _ constructed 
machine gun positions at three places 
facing toward the French lines. The 
cemetery is on a hill commanding a 
view of the country to the south, and 
the Germans assumed that if an at- 
tack were made, the cemetery would 
not be subjected to artillery fire.

LIEUT. PUTNAM DIES 
FIGHTING 4 FOE FLYERS 


Descendant of Revolutionary Hero 
Had Already Downed 12 Planes 


With the American Army on the 
Front.—First Lieutenant 
N. Putnam of Newton, Mass., 
American ace of aces, was killed on 
Thursday, September 12, while on pa- 
trol along the American lines north 
of St. Mihiel. 

Lieutenant Putnam was flying with 
Lieutenant Wendella Robertson of 
Fort Smith, Ark., when they were at- 
tacked by German machines. 
Four of these made for Putnam's air- 
plane and three attacked Robertson’s. 
The attack was sudden and unexpected 
and the enemy was able to fire from 
above. 

Lieutenant Putnam was shot twice 
through the heart. His machine glided 
to the earth at Limey, within the 
American lines, where he was found 
by his comrades. Lieutenant Robert- 
son returned safely. 

Lieutenant David E. Putnam, a de- 
scendant of General Israel Putnam, 
was credited with twelve aerial victor- 
ies. He enlisted with the Lafayette 
flying squadron and brought down his 
first enemy January 19, 1918. He was 
awarded the French war cross March 
23, after having won five victories in 
the air. He was iater decorated with 
the military medal by the French Gov- 
ernment. Lieutenant Putnam was 
transferred to the American aerial 
corps as First Lie it:nant early in 
June. 

Lieutenant Putnam's sister, Miss 
Marjorie Putnam, is visiting an aunt, 
Mrs. John David, at Vandalia, Mont. 

Lieutenant Putnam, who was 20 
years old, eritered Harvard University 
in the fall of 1916, and when an ambu- 
lance unit was being organized there 
applied for permission to enter. He 
was rejected because of his youth. A 
short time later, while his mother was 
ill in a hospital, David went to her 
room and said good-by. 

“Why, where are you SONGS she 
asked. 

“To France,” was his reply. 

“How?” 

“lm going on “a cattle-boat, and it 
leaves in an hour,” he answered. 

Arrived in France he got a job driv- 
ing an ambulance, and a little later 
managed to join the Lafayette esca- 
drille. While in training once his ma- 
chine fell 2000 feet to earth-and he es- 
caped with nothing more serious than 
two broken teeth.

VATICAN ORGAN BIDS 
AUSTRIA BE EXPLICIT 


Pope Prefers to Move for Peace 
Only When Asked To by 
Both Parties

Rome.—It was stated at the Vatican 
September 17, with reference to the 
subject of peace proposals, that the 
preference of the Pope is to act in 
such matters only when asked so to do 
by both parties.

President Wilson’s reply to the 
Austrian peace note was read with

much interest by Pope. Benedict and~ 


Cardinal Gasparri, the papal secre- 
tary of state, and other officials of 
the Vatican, who had been watching 
the developments closely. It is said 
that the President’s reply caused sur- 
prise by reason of its brevity, al- 
though it was regarded as perhaps 
the only answer that was possible at 
the present time. 

There is every indication that the 
Vatican will not make any effort to 
press Austria’s proposal upon entente 
allied governments, notwithstanding 
the request made in the note. 

In a long article, which is taken as 
reflecting the views of Vatican officials, 
if not the Pope himself, the Corriere 
d'Italia, the semi-official organ of the 
Vatican, declares that Austria should 
be more explicit in her peace declara- 
tions. 

“The old subterfuges that. the note 
undoubtedly carries show the desper- 
ate need of peace,” the article says. 
“There is no need for secret confer- 
ences when President Wilson and oth: 
ers already have set forth the allied 
conditions. There is no doubt that the 
note was inspired by Berlin. The note 
is a sign that the fatal hour has begun 
for them when they must submit t¢ 
the allies’ peace. 

“Tf in the year 1916 they offered 
peace, now they ask it,” the article 
continues, “but in what spirit do they 
ask peace?” 

The Italian Government has no 
‘knowledge of the Austrian note in- 
viting the belligerents to a conference 
except ‘for the text of the document 
carried by the telegraphic agencies, 
the semi-official. Stefani News Agency 
announces. The Government, how- 
ever, is indicated by the agency to be 
in no mood for opening such negotia- 
tions as are suggested by the unofficial 
text. 

The agency adds that recent decla- 
rations by. the men at the head of the 
Austro-Hungarian and German Gov- 
ernments, which bar any territorial 
concessions by the central powers and 
seek to make binding and definite ‘‘the 
iniquitous treaties of Brest-Litovsk 
and Bucharest” make the opening of 
any useful negotiations impossible. 

“The entente nations and the Umited 
States,” the statement continues, “have 
made known their terms for the essen- 
tial basis of a just peace. On these 
points the Austrian note says not a 
word. The same remark applies to the 
Italian aspirations. 

“Until the Austrian Government 
shows itself disposed to recognize her 
special aims, as well as the other gen- 
eral and particular objectives for 
which the allies_are jointly fighting, 
Italy will continue to struggle for a 
lasting peace founded on liberty and 
justice.” 


LAS VHGAS-TONOPAH

Washington.—President Wilson has proclaimed Saturday, Oc- 

tober 12, the 426th anniversary of the discovery of. America, as 
Liberty Day, and called upon all citizens to celebrate it to 
stimulate a generous response to the fourth Liberty Loan. The 
President's proclamation follows: 
- “Every day the great principles for which we are fighting 
take fresh hold upun our thought and purpose and make it 
clearer what the end must be and what we must do to achieve 
it. We now know more certainly than we ever knew before 
why free men brought the great Nation and Government we 
love into existence, because it grows clearer and clearer what 
supreme service it is to be America’s privilege to render to 
the world. The anniversary of the discovery of America 
must therefore have for us in this fateful year a peculiar and 
thriJling significance. We should make it a day of ardent 
rededication to the ideals upon which our Government is 
founded and by which our present heroic tasks are inspired. 

“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, President of the United 
States, do appdint Saturday, the 12th day of October, 1918, as 
Liberty Day. On that day I request the citizens of every com- 
munity of the United States, city, town and countryside, to 
celebrate the discovery of our country in order to stimulate a 
generous response to the fourth Liberty Loan. Commemora- 
tive addresses, pageants, harvest home festivals or other demon- 
strations should be arranged for in every neighborhood under 
the general direction of the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
immediate direction of the Liberty Loan Committee in co- 
operation with the United States Bureau of Education and the 
public school authorities. Let the people’s response to the 
fourth Liberty Loan express the measure of their devotion to 
the ideals which have guided the country from its discovery 
until now, and of their determined purpose to defend them and 
guarantee their triumph.

1. Offer of Germany and her allies 
(December 12, 1916) to meet their ene- 
mies in a peace conference (see “Official 
Documents Looking toward Peace” in 
International Conciliation for January, 
1917). An empty and insincere proposal. 
They ‘propose to enter forthwith into 
peace negotiations,” but refuse to state 
any terms; on the other hand mueh is 
made of the ‘glorious deeds of our 
armies” and their “incomparable 
strength.” The proposal evidently look- 
ed to a “German peace,” with Germany 
and her allies triumphant. 

Reply of the Entente Allies (Decem- 
ber 30, 1916). The German proposal was 
styled “less an offer of peace than a 
war maneuver. It is founded on caleu- 
lated misinterpretation of the c’.aracter 
of the struggle in the past, the present 
and the future. Once again the 
Allies declare that no peace is possible 
so long as they have not secured repara- 
tion for violated rights and liberties, 
the recognition of the principle of na- 
tionality and the free existence of small 
States, so long as they have not brought 
bout a settlement calculated to end once 
and for all forces which have constituted 
a perpetual menace to the nations, and 
to afford the only effective guarantee 
for the future security of the world.”— 
(International Conciliation for January, 
1917, pp. 27-29.) 

2. President Wilson's effort (Decem- 
ber 20, 1916) to elicit peace terms from 
the belligerents (see his note in Inter- 
naional-Conciliation for February, 1917): 

(a) Germany merely repeats its pro- 
posal of December 12, still refusing to 
go into details in advance of a formal 
conference.—(TIbid., p. 7.) 

(b) The Allies’ reply (January 10, 
1917). Their statement of terms in- 
cluded adequate compensaion for Bel- 
gium, Serbia, and Montenegro; evactua- 
tion of invaded territories of France, 
Russia, and Roumania; reorganization of 
Europe on the basis of nationality; the 
ending of Turkish rule in Europe, etc. 

“It goes without saying that if the 
Allies wish to liberate Europe from the 
brutal covetousness of Prussian militar- 
ism, it never has been their design, as 
has been alleged, to encompass the ex- 
termination of the German peoples, and 
their political disappearance.”—(Ibid., 
pp. 8-10.) 

3, Widespread and intense desire for 
peace among the German people. Evi- 
denced, among other things by the fol- 
lowing declaration of the Reichstag on 
July 19, 1917 (following the sudden al- 
liance of Center os Catholic party with 
the Socialists): 

“As on August 4, 1914, so on the 
threshold of the fourth year of the war 
the German people stand upon the as- 
surance of the speech from the throne— 
‘We are driven by no lust for conquest.’ 

“Germany took up arms in defense of 
its liberty and independence and for the 
integrity of its territories. The Reichs- 
tag labors for peace and a mutual un- 
derstanding and lasting reconciliation 
among the nations. Forced acquisitions 
of territory and political, economie, and 
financial violations are incompatible 
with such a peace. 

“The Reichstag rejects il plans aim- 
ing at an economic blockade and the 
stirring up ef enmity among the peoples 
after the war. The freedom of the seas 
must be assured. Only an economic 
peace can prepare the ground for the 
friendly association of the peoples. 

The Reichstag will energetically pro- 
mote tie -creation of international juri- 
dical organizations.
